Gentlemen, 

I liave  great  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  my  Sixth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1911. 


PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  of  Cleckheaton  embraces  an  area  of 
1755  acres  and  is  roughly  triangular;  the  sides  about  two  miles 
in  length.  The  population  of  the  Cleckheaton  Ward  is  princi- 
pally at  the  Southern  angle.  Scholes  is  at  the  West  and  Oaken- 
shaw  at  the  North,  the  intervening  land  being  chiefly 
agricultural. 

The  surface  is  undulating  with  a general  fall  to  the  S.E. 

The  greater  part  of  the  district  has  a natural  drainage  to 
the  Spen  Beck  and  the  remainder  to  Blacup  Beck. 

The  Bed  of  the  Spen  is  about  240  feet  above  sea  level  and 
the  highest  part  of  the  District  is  near  Westfield,  where  the 
elevation  is  576  feet. 

The  industries  carried  on  are  of  a very  varied  character, 
and  this  in  a great  measure  contributes  to  its  uniform  prosperity, 
the  chief  of  these  is  that  of  Worsted  Spinning. 
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Card  Clothing1  Manufacture  is  also  a most  important  in- 
dustry and  had  its  origin  here.  Cable  and  fine  Wire  Drawing 
has  in  recent  years  developed  into  a very  considerable  depart- 
ment of  trade. 

Ironfounding  and  Machine  Making  is  extensively  carried 
on. 

Brace  and  Belt  Manufacturing  provides  a good  deal  of 
employment. 

Leather  Currying,  Chemical  Manufacturers,  Motor  Cycle 
and  Art  Printing  Works  are  other  trades  that  give  employment. 

Geologically  the  District  is  on  the  Coal  Measures  with 
Surface  Clay  and  Shales. 

The  Coal  Measures  are  hardly  the  best  sites  for  building, 
as  the  clays  are  impervious  and  hold  the  water  on  the  surface. 

Generally. — On  April  2nd,  1911,  the  Census  was  taken, 
and  showed  the  population  to  be  12,867 — a very  disappointing 
result — showing  an  increase  since  1901  of  only  347.  Last  year’s 
statistics  were  based  on  an  estimated  higher  population,  conse- 
quently they  showed  slightly  better  results  than  they  should 
have  been.  The  natural  increase  of  population  for  the  year 
(excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  51. 

Seldom  has  there  been  such  a year  as  last.  From  early 
March  to  the  end  of  October  each  season  was  almost  perfect — 
too  fine  perhaps,  for  our  habits  of  life  are  not  adapted  to  cope 
with  occasional,  still  less  with  sustained,  tropical  conditions  of 
weather;  our  lives  are  based  on  the  assumption  that  we  shall 
not  have  to  cope  with  extremes  of  heat  any  more  than  with 
intense  cold.  If  the  summer  had  lasted  much  longer  we  should 
have  been  compelled  to  adopt  tropical  habits  and  precautions, 
and  habits  of  a lifetime  are  not  to  be  changed  suddenly  without 
dire  confusion. 
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Diarrhoea  was  extremely  prevalent.  Its  incidence,  how- 
ever, was  more  amongst  adults,  although  children  did  not 
escape,  but  there  were  only  3 deaths. 

The  Rainfall  for  the  year  was  the  lowest  recorded,  an  inch 
less  than  the  dry  year  of  1908.  If  it  had  not  been  for  the  wet  in 
November  and  December  it  would  have  been  extremely  low. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Few  cases  arose  till  November, 
when  a small  outbreak  occurred  in  the  Moor  End  District,  and 
mostly  in  connection  with  the  school  there.  The  first  cases  were 
children  attending  from  an  outside  district. 

All  the  Scarlatina  cases  with  one  exception  were  promptly 
isolated  in  Hospital,  and  the  houses  immediately  disinfected  by 
fumigation,  etc. 

Measles  was  prevalent  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  Moor 
End  Infant  School  was  closed  for  a time. 

Considering  the  very  dry  Summer  the  drainage  system  has 
proved  efficient  and  no  complaints  have  been  received;  in  a 
great  measure  this  is  due  to  the  satisfactory  work  done  by  the 
Webb  lamps.  I would  like  to  see  another  one  placed  at  the  top 
of  New  Lane. 


The  tarviated  roads,  Market  Street  and  Balme  Road,  are 
satisfactory,  and  the  tar-spraying  in  the  White! iffe,  Scholes, 
and  Whitechapel  Roads  showed  that  more  of  our  roads  would 
be  benefitted  by  that  operation. 

During  the  year  a number  of  Privy  Closets  have  been 
converted  into  w.c.’s — more  should  be  altered.  All  the  new 
houses  built  have  been  supplied  with  w.c.’s. 
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Last  year  I called  attention  to  the  great  benefit  to  certain 
streets  that  had  been  paved,  and  pointed  out  several  that  were 
urgently  requiring  attention.  Backyards  also  are  crying  out 
for  attention. 

Milk  Supply. — Six  samples  were  taken  by  the  Inspector 
and  all  were  found  pure.  I have  also  tested  many  samples,  with 
only  one  that  was  at  all  suspicious.  Milk  is  not  as  carefully 
kept  as  it  might  be  in  the  homes. 

The  compulsory  Notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  force 
in  May,  and  has  been  carried  out  fairly  well;  a few  cases  have 
been  neglected. 

A Nurse  has  been  appointed  ; her  visits  and  advice  in 
most  cases  being  greatly  appreciated — the  exceptions  being 
cases  that  require  her  attention  most. 

Phthisis  .-—The  compulsory  notification  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  of  January.  We  shall  thus  be  able  to  know  where  the 
cases  are  and  means  taken  to  assist  the  patient  and  his  friends  in 
the  fight  against  the  disease. 

Population.— The  population  at  the  last  Census  was 
12867.  This  population  is  distributed  in  the  three  Wards  as

Births. — The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  230,  a decrease  of  24  on  the  preceding  year.  Of  those 
infants  104  were  males  and  126  females.  The  total  birth  rate 
was  17-87,  a decrease  of  1-46  on  1010.

Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  Infantile  Deaths 
registered,  i . e . , of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  was  28,  a 
decrease  of  6.  This  equals  a percentage  of  all  deaths  of  15-64,  a 
percentage  of  all  births  of  12-17,  and  a total  annual  death  rate  of 
2- 17.  The  Infantile  Mortality  is  therefore  121-7,  this  being  the 
rate  per  1000  births,  as  compared  with  133-8  for  last  year,  and 
with  118  for  England  and  Wales.

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Tliis  rate  is  high,  though  slightly  better  than  last  year, 
and  ihe  only  conclusion  that  can  be  drawn  is  that  we  are  not 
doing  all  that  ought  to  be  done  in  the  matter. 


The  nurse  appointed  visits  all  the  houses  where  births  are 
notified  and  gives  advice  on  the  care  and  feeding  of  infants  and 
leaves  a printed  card  of  instructions.  The  dummy  teats  so  much 
in  use  have  much  to  answer  for.  I constantly  see  them  picked 
up  from  a dirty  floor  and  pushed  into  the  infant’s  mouth  without 
the  least  attempt  at  cleansing  them. 


In  many  houses  there  is  inadequate  accommodation  for 
the  storage  of  food  ; how  often  one  sees  the  milk  supply  in  the 
cupboard  next  the  fire  or  on  the  sink  stone,  and  received  in  vessels 
that  are  far  from  clean. 


Under  the  Children’s  Act,  open  fireplaces  must  have  an 
effective  fireguard ; where  a child  gets  burned  for  the  want  of 
one,  parents  are  liable  to  a heavy  fine.  There  are  many  homes 
where  a fireguard  is  wanting. 


Over  one  year  and  under  five  years  of  age  the  number  of 
deaths  was  9,  a decrease  of  7.  This  gives  a percentage  of  all 
deaths  of  502,  a percentage  of  all  births  of  301,  and  a total 
annual  death  rate  of  069.  The  total  number  of  deaths  therefore 
of  children  under  5 years  of  age  was  37,  a decrease  of  13  on  the 
previous  year.  This  number  is  equal  to  a percentage  of  all  deaths 
of  20-67,  to  a percentage  of  all  births  of  1608,  and  a total  annual 
death  rate  of  2-85,  as  compared  with  3-80  in  1910,  2-52  in  1909, 
3-23  m 1908,  2- 70  in  1907,  5-36  in  1906,  and  3-97  in  1905.

Phthisis. — Sanitary  Authorities  everywhere  are  working 
energetically  to  combat  this  scourge,  and  with  much  success,  as 
shown  by  the  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this 
disease. 


Our  Death  Hate  is  comparatively  low  (rather  lower  than 
last  year),  and  by  continued  efforts  in  teaching  the  people  the 
necessity  of  avoiding  overcrowding  and  allowing  as  much  sun- 
shine and  fresh  air  into  bedrooms,  care  in  the  disposal  of  tuber- 
cular sputum — refraining'  from  indiscriminate  spitting — it  would 
be  low  er  still.  During  the  past  summer  I made  again  a series  of 
observations  between  10  and  12  a.m.,  and  found  out  of  840  bed- 
room w indows  only  88  were  open  at  all.  This  is  not  what  it 
should  be,  and  considering  the  summer  w e had. 
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The  disinfection  of  rooms  occupied  by  tuberculosis 


cases 


is  carried  out  in  all  cases. 


Cancer  lias  caused  20  deaths  as  compared  with  9 last 
year,  all  the  deaths  occurring  in  the  age  period  25 — 05.  18  of 

the  20  were  above  45. 


The  number  of  Inquests  held  during  the  year  was  5,  as 
compared  with  10  in  1910,  7 in  1909,  9 in  1908,  4 in  1907,  6 in 
1900,  and  8 in  1905.  All  were  due  to  natural  causes. 


Mortuary.  The  Mortuary  has  been  used  four  times 
during  the  year,  and  on  three  of  the  occasions  post  mortem  ex- 
aminations were  performed. 

Disposal  of  the  Dead. — 38  Interments  have  taken  place 
in  the  Cemetery  in  Whitechapel  Road  during  the  year.  Total 
since  its  opening  187.

Bacteriological  Analyses. — During  the  year  49  speci- 
mens were  forwarded  to  the  West  Riding  T jab  oratory  at  Wake- 
field, viz.: — Blood  for  Enteric  Fever,  10;  Throat  Swabs  for 
Diphtheria,  35;  Sputum  for  Tuberculosis  Bacillus,  4;  Brine,  0. 

Scavenging. — This  work  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
staff  has  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

It  would  be  a much -needed  improvement  if  more  of  the 
larger  privy  middens  could  be  emptied  during  the  night  or  early 
in  the  morning  when  there  are  few  people  about. 


Sewerage. — The  new  system  of  sewage  disposal  for 
Oakenshaw  Ward  is  now  completed  and  in  use. 


Smoke  Nuisance. — This  very  decided  nuisance  is  as  bad 
as  ever,  and  the  amount  of  Black  Smoke  turned  out  has  been 
very  excessive.  It  has  been  proved,  I think,  that  it  is  quite 
possible  to  reduce  the  emission  of  Black  Smoke  without  causing 
inconvenience  to  the  user. 
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T fear,  however,  till  soot  heroines  more  valuable  it  will 
continue  to  he  belched  forth  to  the  damage  of  our  buildings  and 
to  the  injury  of  the  public  health. 

Destructon  of  Refuse. — The  Refuse  Destructor  con- 
tinues to  do  good  work,  and  figures  relating  to  it  will  be  found 
in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report.

Horse  Ambulance. — The  Horse  Ambulance  has  been 
used  on  12  occasions  for  accidents  and  28  times  for  the  removal 
of  invalids,  a total  of  40  times  for  the  year.  From  the  3rd 
September,  1897,  to  date,  it  has  been  out  on  service  359  times, 
125  for  accidents  and  234  for  invalids.

The  remarkable  extent  to  which,  the  Act  which  was  passed 
in  the  interests  of  “conscientious  objectors”  lias  been  taken 
advantage  of  has  given  rise  to  an  exceedingly  grave  state  of 
affairs,  and  a population  is  being  prepared  amongst  which  Small 
Pox  would  spTead  in  a manner  of  which  this  generation  has  had 
no  experience. 


From  the  Registrar-General’s  returns  non-vaccination  has 
been  rising  by  leaps  and  bounds  during  t he  last  three  years. 
If  exemptions  were  really  asked  for  and  obtained  because  of  con- 
scientious objections  one  might  give  some  excuse  for  the  1907 
Act,  but  it  is  ridiculous  to  maintain  that  in  any  but  a very  few 
cases  has  “conscientious  objection”  anything  to  do  with  the 
withdrawing  of  a child  from  vaccination.  It  is  now  less  trouble 
to  omit  vaccination  than  to  have  it  done.  In  short  the  “con- 
scientious objector”  is  encouraged  to  be  a fraud,  and  in  the  inter- 
ests not  only  of  public  health,  but  of  public  morality,  the  Act  of 
1907,  which  permits  this  state  of  affairs,  should  be  amended  as 
soon  as  possible.

Genera I Purposes  Committee , 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1911. 

Removal  of  Refuse. 

During*  the  year  4GG9  loads  of  domestic  refuse  were 
removed  from  the  various  ashpits  and  dust  bins  in  the  District. 
The  following  will  show  the  allocation  to  the  several  wards  : — 

Ward.  Loads. 

(a)  Cleckheaton  and  Scholes  ...  4431 

(b)  Oakenshaw  ...  ...  238 

Of  the  former  quantity  4177  loads  were  destroyed  at  the 
Council’s  Destructor,  168  loads  were  taken  by  the  local  farmers, 
and  86  loads  dealt  with  at  the  Scholes  Tip.  Of  the  latter  quan- 
tity 25  loads  were  removed  to  the  Bierley  Hill  Tip,  the  local 
farmers  taking  the  remaining  213  loads. 

i7o  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  removal  of  Trade  Refuse.  I would  suggest 
that  the  present  charges  need  revision  in  several  instances.  In 
more  than  one  case  the  Council’s  men  call  three  times  per  week 
at  a charge  of  less  than  one  penny  per  call.  With  regard  to 
ordinary  refuse,  portable  dust  bins  are  emptied  every  12  to  14 
days,  and  earth  closets  and  stationary  dust  bins  every  3 to  4 
weeks.  During  the  year  there  has  been  a minimum  of  com- 
plaints with  respect  to  the  emptying  of  dust  bins  and  ashpits. 
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New  Buildings. 

Tlie  number  of  new  bouses  certified  as  fit  for  occupation 
was  65,  exclusive  of  the  Picture  Palace.  The  sanitary  accom- 
modation provided  for  all  such  houses  was  59  water  closets  and  65 
portable  dust  bins. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  was  no  alteration  in  the  number  of  Slaughter 
Houses  in  the  District.  These  premises  are  situate  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Cleckheaton  Ward  ...  7

These  are  kept  in  fair  condition,  are  clean,  and  all  have  a 
good  supply  of  water  on  the  premises-  No  special  remarks  are 
necessary  thereon .

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The  Medical  Officer  and  I have  made  a thorough  inspec- 
tion of  all  the  premises  concerned  during*  the  year,  and  they  have 
been  visited  several  times  in  addition  to  this  inspection.  Some 
of  them  are  overcrowded,  but  the  fact  of  these  over-crowded 
cowsheds  having*  the  best  cattle  in  them  makes  one  pause  as  to 
taking*  action.  In  one  instance  a manure  receptacle  has  been 
provided  during*  the  year. 


Six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  forwarded  to  the 
County  Analyst.  No  proceeding’s  were  taken  with  regard  thereto. 

There  are  21  milk  sellers  who  bring*  milk  into  the  town 
from  outside  Districts.

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Local  Government  Board 
requested  to  be  furnished  with  particulars  of  the  number 


(a)  of  the  houses, 

(b)  of  the  fresh  and  waste  water  closets, 

(c)  of  the  privies  with  moveable  receptacles, 

(d)  of  privies  with  fixed  receptacles, 


in  the  District  on  31st  December,  1910.  They  also  desired  in- 
formation as  to  the  number  of  conversions  from  privies  to  water 
closets  during  each  of  the  three  years  1908,  1909,  and  1910,  and 
enquired  whether  the  Council  permitted  the  erection  of  sanitary 
conveniences  other  than  water  closets  in  new  buildings.  Enquir- 
ies were  made  with  a view  of  obtaining  the  requisite  material  for 
reply,  and  the  following  information  afforded  : —

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It  will  therefore  appear  from  these  figures  that  there  have  been 
erected  during  the  year  66  houses,  107  iadditional  water  closets, 
63  portable  dust  bins,  and  9 stationary  dust-  bins. 


Speaking  generally,  so  far  as  new  premises  are  concerned 
water  closets  are  usually  constructed. 


During  the  present  year  some  conversions  of  privies  into 
water  closets  have  been  carried  out  by  the  owners  after  notices 
from  the  Council.  Notices  have  been  served  under  Section  36  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  1875  in  a number  of  other  cases,  and  in 
several  instances  when  the  owners  have  failed  to  comply  with 
such  notices,  the  work  has  been,  or  will  be,  undertaken  by  the 
Council  and  the  cost  recovered  from  them.' 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

This  Act  has  brought  an  increase  of  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities to  the  Health  Department.  The  Council  in  June,  1911, 
appointed  me  as  the  Officer  under  the  Act,  and  gave  directions 
for  the  necessary  registers,  forms,  etc.,  to  be  obtained.  Between 
my  appointment  and  the  end  of  the  year  88  inspections  of  houses 
were  made  in  cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  considered  an 
early  inspection  desirable. 


Generally  it  may  be  said  that  the  oldest  houses  in  the  Dis- 
trict were  selected.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  in  this  work  I 
have  met  with  generous  support  from  the  owners  concerned  with 
regard  to  carrying  out  the  various  defects  discovered  on  inspec- 
tion. The  inspection  has  so  far  been  limited  to  the  Cleckheaton 
Ward.  It  is  intended  to  deal  with  the  other  Wards  shortly.

Infectious  Disease.  * ^ 

Infectious  disease  occurred  in  57  houses,  14  of  which  were 
through  houses  and  43  back-to-back  houses.  In  connection  with 
these  cases  126  rooms  were  fumigated,  for  which  222  sulphur 
candles  were  utilised.  All  cases  were  in  the  Cleckheaton  and 
Selioles  Wards.

There  are  therefore  73  nuisances  which  have  not  been 
finally  disposed  of,  viz.  : — G7  under  the  House-to-House  Inspec- 
tion and  6 ordinary.  Notices  have  been  served  in  all  these  cases. 
During  the  year  111  notices  were  served,  viz.  65  intimation 
and  46  Statutory;  of  the  latter  31  were  complied  with,  and  the 
remainder  are  receiving  attention.  It  is  of  course  understood 
that  in  the  event  of  failure  to  comply  with  an  intimation  notice 
the  matter  is  brought  before  the  Council,  and  a Statutory  notice 
invariably  follows. 

The  quantity  of  water  from  the  town’s  mains  used  for 
flushing  was  88,000  gallons.  The  owners  of  property  affected 
were  charged  with  23,000  gallons,  the  remainder  being  paid  for 
by  the  Council. 

24  manholes,  96  w.c.’s,  and  the  sewers  (18  times)  were 
flushed  during  the  year. 

Hackney  Carriages. 

There  are  6 Hackney  Carriages  and  2 Taxi  Cabs  licensed 
to  ply  for  hire  in  the  Council’s  district.  These  conveyances  have 
been  well  kept,  and  I have  no  complaints  to  make  with  regard 
thereto. 


Smoke  Observations. 

A few  observations  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  in 
one  very  bad  case  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  took  the  matter  up 
with  the  owners  of  the  premises. 

Mechanical  Stokers  have  been  installed  at  the  Council’s 
Electricity  Works  with  satisfactory  results  in  the  direction  of 
minimising  the  smoke  nuisance. 
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Market. 

There  is  not  that  improvement  in  the  Market  one  would 
like  to  see.  The  receipts  therefrom  are  £20  less  than  in  1909. 
I would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a Sub-Committee  to  deal 
with  a re-arrangement  of  the  stalls.  I would  also  recommend 
that  in  the  cases  of  absentees  on  Saturdays  (after  having  arranged 
for  a stall)  they  be  required  to  pay  half  the  usual  charge  instead 
of  the  full  amount.  I have  reason  to  believe  that  there  would  be 
a general  acquiescence  in  this  arrangement,  and  the  half  toll 
would  meet  any  expense  incurred  in  preparing  and  fixing  the 
stall.  I am  renewing  20  covers  which  have  been  in  use  three 
years.
